IS FAVORED

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—Com- 
plete returns from 4866 precincts in 
the state show a substantial majority 
in favor of 12 round boxing con- 
tests, according to the latest tabula- 
tions tonight. The same returns 
show that the. water and = pewer 
measure has been beuten by more 
than 2 to 1. 

The early lead in favor of No. 11, 
making the Klamath river a fish 
and game preserve and closing it to 
hydro-electric development,  contin- 
ued to grow in later returns and 
the measure seemed certain to carry 
by 150,000 majority. 


“Yes” votes on the preposal to 
increase the salaries of State Legis 
lators outnumbered the ‘nos’ by 


nearly 100,000. No. 3 and No. 17, 
designed to aid irrigation districts 
by granting them the night to de- 
posit funds in certain banks and to 
acquire property by eminent domain, 
both had substantial leads. 

The proposals to establish mu- 
“small claims’ courts and 
to imcrease the powers of justice 
courts were favored by a 2 to 1 ma- 
jority. Tax exemption of county 
farmers’ co-operative insurance com- 
panies appeared defeated by the 
same odds, as did also the amend- 
ment exempting air pcrts from tax- 
ation. 

Californians who do not pay $5 in 
taxes will be suject to a poll tax of 
that amount in the future, it be- 
came apparent when the favorable 
vote on No. 13 continued to grow. 
This measure was favored by a ma- 
jerity of more than 25,000 when five- 
sixths of the votes of the state had 
been counted.
